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THE advantages enjoyed by Gerlach and Jordanus 
in regard to manuscripts of Sallust haye put the 
text of that author in the most exact and complete 
form in which it is now likely it can appear. The 
labors of these scholars have rendered the historian 
more readable and attractiye : for the sweeping emen- 
dations of Gortius too often corrupted the elegance of 
Sallust^B style. The text here presented is accordingly 
based upon a careful comparison of the approved 
German editors just named. The oldest manuscripts 
of Sallust date back to the tenth century. 

As Sallust is for the most part used as a preparatory 
text-book, the grammatical references and explanations 
of construction are very numerous and fuU ; and the 
always interesting subject of antiquities and mythology 
forms not the least prominent portion of the notes. Bio- 
graphical and historical explanations are given both in 
the Notes and in the Lexicon. 

Sallust was very partial to the old phra^eology and 
the older forms of the language ; yet, as the manuscripts, 
our ultimate authority,exhibit great variety» it is p' 
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impossible to present his words as he wrote them. It 
has therefore been deemed proper, while avoiding the 
widest departures from established usage, to retain what 
may be &irly considered the leading and distinctive fea- 
tures of the Sallustian orthography. 

Although the Catilina was unquestionably written 
before the Jugurtha, the works have been arranged in 
the order of their chronology rather than in that of 
their composition. This is, however, a matter of little 
importance, as the reverse order may be followed in 
reading. 

The Plan of the Forum will localize many of the 
events narrated in the text, and give a sense of reality 
to the student'8 comprehension of them. 

The present edition (1885) has been revised through- 

out ; the notes have been rewritten, and those on the 

Gatilina have been somewhat enlarged ; while the Vo* 

cabulary has been reduced to a better working capacity 

by the omission of a number of the more remote defi- 

nitions. Experience proves that, in respect to defini- 

tions, brevity and exactness assure the student the 

most rapid progress.

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LIFE OF CAIUS SALLUSTIUS CRISPUS. 



CAIUS SALLUSTIUS CEISPUS belonged to a plebeian 
faraily, and was born at Amiternum, in the territory of the 
Sabines, B. C. 86. He was therefore fourteen years younger than 
Caesar, and twenty years younger than Cicero. The weight of 
authority — for the MSS. are not unanimous — seems to decide 
that we should write C. Sallustius Crispus, and not C. Crispus 
Sallustius ; and Sallustius rather than Salustius. Like the sons 
of many provincial families in good circumstances, he received 
his education at Bome, and seems to have devoted his earlier 
years to literary pursuits. 

Sallust lived in a corrupt and licentious age. The standard 
of both public and private morality was low. Hence the pro- 
fligate and immoral life attributed to him proved no bar to 
political preferment. In B. C. 69, at the age of twenty-seven, 
he obtained the quaestorship, which entitled him to a seat in the 
senate. In B. C. 52, he became a tribune of the plebs, and it 
was while holding this office that he assisted in the proeecution 
of Milo for the murder of Clodius. In B. C. 50, the censors 
, expelled Sallust from the senate on the alleged ground of his 
licentious conduct. But as he belonged to the faction of Caesar, 
whom the senatorial party were striving to repress, it is more 
than probable that his immorality was merely made the pretezt 
for his ezchision. In B. C. 47, the year after the battle of 
Pharsalia, Sallust obtained the praetorship, and thus regained 
his seat in the senate. In the foUowing year he acoompanied 
Caesar iu his campaign in Africa, where a remnant of the seoa^ 
torial party had rallied under Scipio and Cato. On the con-

clnsion of that war, Caesar left him there as goyemor of 
Numidia, in which capacity he is charged with having greatij^ 
oppressed and plundered the people. Gertain it is, that though 
he was govemor hut one year, he amassed enormous wealth. 
The Numidians charged him with maladministration, and threat» 
ened him with a prosecution for extortion; but through the 
influence of Caesar, who is said to have received a portion of 
the plunder, he was allowed to escape. He then retired from 
public life, and with the wealth thus acquired he purchased 
a villa at Tibur, and laid out, on the Quirinalis, in the suburbs 
of Bome, those magnificent gardens which were afterwards 
called horti Sallustiani. The beauty of these gardens has been 
much celebrated, and after the death of Sallust they became 
the retreat of successive emperors down to the time of Aure- 
lianus. In his villa at Tibur or in the splendid palace sur- 
rounded by his gardens, Sallust spent the close of his iife in 
literary retirement; and it is more than probable that here 
also he composed those historical works on which his reputation 
depends. The story that he married Terentia, the divorced wife 
of Cicero, rests on insufficient authority. He died in B. C. 34. 

The two great political parties in Bome were the populares, 
or popular party, embracing the great mass of the plebe, and 
sometimes an ambitious patrician, like Caesar; and the opti- 
mates, or aristocratic party, comprising the senate, the patri- 
cians, the young nobility, and the chief part of the equites ; 
who had almost exclusively filled the chief offices of govern- 
ment. Sallust was a warm supporter of the popular party, and 
his strong dislike for the aristocracy, particularly of its younger 
branch, frequently shows itself in his writings. After his ex- 
pulsion from the senate he probably repaired to Caesar^s quar- 
ters in Graul, and shared the fortunes of that great commander. 

The extant works of Sallust are two historical treatises on 
selected portions of Boman history : the OcUiltTiaf or BeUum 
CaiiQimairiumf which unfoMs the origin, progress, and suppres- 
sion of the oonspiracy of Catilina, of which Sallust was himself 
an eye-witness; and the JugurthOf or BeUum JugurUdnum, 
which describes the varying fortune and the final sucoess of the 
Bomans in their war «rith Jugurtha, the wily king of Numidia. 
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Sallu8t'8 residenoe in that country probably ^uggested the work 
to him, and enabled him to oollect materials for it. Besides 
these, Sallust also wrote a Boman History in five book^, of 
which, however, but a few disconnected fragments remain. These 
works, as previously stated, were probably all written afler liis 
retirement from public life, though the compofiition of each of 
them has been assigned to widely different dates. 

Sallust has always been regarded as a charming writer. 
Among Boman authors he is certainly unsurpassed in the art 
of historical composition. His style is one altogether peculiar, 
and is characterized by a sententious brevity. He is the most 
concise among the Boman writers of the golden age. With 
him style was evidently a matter of primary importance. He 
made Thucydides his model, and studied a pointed style, ren- 
dered more forcible by antithesis and oontrast. There is this 
difference, however, between the Greek and the Boman : " The 
brevity of Thucydides is the result of condensation ; that of 
Sallust is elliptical expression. He gives a hint, and the reader 
must supply the rest; whilst Thucydides only expects his 
readers to unfold and develop ideas which already existed in a 
concentrated forra. Sallust requires addition ; Thucydides dilu- 
tion and expansion." (Browne^a Bom, Class: LU,) 

He is perhaps over fond of certain antique forms and modes 
of expression, and clings too tenaciously to the old orthography 
at a time when the new was becoming very generally adopted. 
Yet " in the Catilina and Jugurtha there is not a single word 
used which is not also of frequent occurrence in contemporary 
and later writers.** {Merivale.) Niebuhr remarks that Sallust 
" preserves the old phraseology with a predilection guided by 
learning and judgment,'' and Aulus Gellius speaks of him as 
" proprietatum in verbis retinentissimus." His attempt to imi- 
tate, rather than follow the bent of his own genius, not unfre- 
quently develops in his style more of art than of nature, and 
more artistic polish than native ease and grace. 

Sallust'8 private character was a subject of controversy in 
ancient as it has.also been in modern times, and different 
opinions have been formed in regard t6 it. The first permanent 
allusion to it grew out of the bitterness and animosity of parti- 
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san feeling. Sollust, in his general history, had Bpoken dis- 
paraginglj of Pompey, and Lenaeus, the latter^B freedman, 
replied in an inyective fuil of virulenoe and slanderous accu- 
sations ; and though the historian i» said to have heen defended 
hy Asconius Pedianus, who lived and wrote in the age of Au- 
g^tus, the unfavorabie view of his character prevailed among 
his contemporaries. The Deelamaiio in SaUiutium, purporting 
to have been written by Cicero, simply repeats former charges, 
and is now very generally believed to have been the work of 
Pordus Latro, a rhetorician who lived in the reign of Glaudius. 
The identity of the historian with the Saliustius whose profli- 
gacy is noticed by Horace in the second satire of the first book, 
18 merely the result of conjecture, and has nothing more to 
recommend it than identity of name. That, like many of his 
distinguished contemporaries, Sallust was a man of loose morals, 
we may easily believe : the morals of the age were ioose ; but 
that he was more than usually vicious we may reasonably 
refuse to believe. The heat of political controversy is not favor- 
able to the development of truth, and in the absence of reliable 
testimony, it is wiser, more just and charitable to aooord to 
Sallust a character more in accordance with the cultivated 
mind, the good taste, and tlie literary ability, which all must 
agree he possessed. Thb is the judgment to which the present 
age is tending, and the one on which it will doubtless rest

JUGURTHINE WAR 

INTRODUCTION. 

JUGUBTHA, king of Nnmidia, was a grandson of Masiniflsa, being 
a son of his yonngest son, Mastdnabal ; bnt on account of his ille- 
gitimate birth — his mother being only a concnbine— he was neglect- 
ed by his grandfather, and remained in a private situation so long as 
Masinissa lived. But when Micij>sa sncceeded to the throne (B. C. 
149), he adopted his nephew, and cansed him to be brought up 
with his own sons, Hiempsal and Adherbal. Jngurtha quickly dis- 
tingnished himself, both by his abilities and his skiil in all bodiiy 
exercises, and rose to so much favor and popularity with the Nu- 
midians, that he began to excite the jealousy of Micipsa, who 
became apprehensive lest he should eventually supplant his two 
sons. In order to remove him to a distance, and not witbout a 
hope that he might perish in the war, Micipsa sent him, in B. C. 
134, with an auxiliary force, to assist Scipio against Numantia; 
but this only proved to the young man a fresh occasion of distinc- 
tion : by his zeal, conrage, and ability, he gained the favor not only 
of his commander, but of all the leading nobles in the Roman camp, 
by many of whom he was secretly stimulated to nourish ambitious 
schemes for acquiring the sole sovereignty of Numidia ; and not- 
withstanding the contrary advice of Scipio, these counsels seem to 
have sunk deep into the mind of Jugurtha. On his retum, he was 
received with every demonstration of honor by Micipsa ; nor did 
he allow his ambitions projects to break forth during the lifetime 
of fhe old man. Micipsa, on his death-bed, though but too clearly 
foreseeing what would happen, commended the two young princes 
to the care of Jugortha ; but at the very first interview which took 

136, 
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place between them after his decease (B. C. Il8), their dissensions 
broke out with the utmost fierceness. Shortly after, Jngnrtha found 
an opportunity to surprise and assassinate Hiempsal in his lodging 
at Thirmlda; whereupon Adherbal and his partisans rushed to 
arms, but were defeated in battle by Jugurtha ; and Adherbal him- 
self fled for refiige to the Boman proTinoe, from whence he hastened 
to Rome, to lay his cause before tbe senate. Jugurtha had now the 
opportunity of putting to the test that which he had leamed in the 
camp before Numantia, of the venality and corruption of the Boman 
nobility : he sent ambassadors to Bome to counteract, by a lavish 
distribution of bribes, the eflects of the just complaints of Adherbal ; 
and by these means succeeded in averting the indignation of the 
senate. A decree was however passed for the division of the kingdom 
of Numidia between the two oompetitors ; and although Jugurtha 
obtained by far the larger and richer portion of the two, he was by 
no means contented, but continually harassed the frontiers of the 
neighboring kingdom, in hopes of inducing Adherbal to repress these 
petty assaults by arms. The patience and steadiness with which 
Adherbal adhered to a pacific and defensive system frustrated these 
hopes, and Jugurtha at length invaded his territories with a large 
army. Adherbal was defeated in the first conflict, and though two 
successive deputations from Bome commanded both parties todesist 
from hostilities, he was shortly after (B. C. 112) captured and imme- 
diately put to death. War was therefore deolared against the Nu- 
midian king, and one of the oonsuls, L. Calpurnius Bestia, landed 
in Africa with a large army; and though several Boman com- 
manders successively undertook the conduct of the war, such was 
their avarice or incapacity, that the general result was simply fail- 
ure and disgrace. Nor was any headway made against Jugurtha 
until the arrival of the consul Q. GaeciHus Metellus (B. C. 109), 
who at once began to retrieve the honor of the Boman arms ; and 
though Metellus met with some reverses, he would doubtless have 
brought the war to a successfnl termination, had not Caius Marius 
been appointed to sucoeed him. 

The arrival of Marius infused fresh vigor into the Boman arms. 
Success followed upon success, until, finally, the defection of Jugur- 
tha^s ally, Bocchus, king of Mauritania, gave the finishing stroke 
to the war. Bocchus was gained over by SuUa, the quaestor of 
Marius, and he joined in a plan for seizing the person of the Nu- 
midian king. Jugurtha fell into the snare. He was induoed, under 
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preteDoe of a oonference, to repair, with only a few followers, to 
meet Bocchus, when he was iustantly surronnded, his attendautfl 
cut to pieces, and he himself made prisoner, and delivered in chains 
to Sulla, by whom he was conveyed directly to the camp of Marius. 
This occurred in B. C. 106. He remained in captivity till the retum 
of Marius to Bome, when, after adoming the triumph of his con- 
queror (Jan. 1, B. 0. 104), he was thrown into a dungeon, and there 
starved to death.

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CONSPIRACY OF CATILINE. 

INTROiDUCTION. 

The subject of ihe Catilina or Bellam Catilinarium is the con- 
spiracy of Lucius Sergios Catilina against the city and gcFvernment 
of Rome, B. C. 63. The conspiracy embraced the murder of many 
distinguished Roman citizens, the burning of Rome, the proscrip- 
tion of persons and the confiscation of property, and, generally, the 
entire subversion of the existing order of things, with Catiline and 
his adherents at the head of affairs. 

Tbe life of the great conspirator was stained with the darkest 
crimes. In addition to other murders, he killed, with his own hand, 
his brother-in-law, and, according to some authorities, his brother 
also ; while a well grounded suspicion pointed to him as the mur- 
derer of his wife ahd son. His vicious nature seemed to find a 
congenial sphere in deeds of violence, and in urging on others, par- 
ticularly the young, to crime. 

Catiline, though a monster of wickedness, possessed great natural 
abilities, and filled several important offices : he had been quaestor 
in the army of SuUa ; he was praetor in Rome in B. C. 68 ; pro- 
praetor of Africa in the following year ; and even while engaged 
in maturing his conspiracy, was twice a candidate for the consul- 
ship. His great hope had been, as the first magistrate of the com- 
monwealth, to use the arm of the government itself to execute hls 
nefarious designs, and as both his applications for the consulship 
terminated unsuccessfully, he now resolved to throw off restraint 
and proceed to ppen violence. The conspiracy was matured toward 
the dose of B. C. 63, and was an extensive one, embracing no Itss 
than eleven senators, four members of the equestrian order, besides 
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many men of rank and influence in the provinces. Magazines of 
arms were secretly formed, and troops were levied in varioos parts 
of Italy, especially in the neighborhood of Faesulae, under the 
direction of Caius Manlins, one of the veteran centurions of SuUa ; 
while agents were despatched to different parts of Italy to organize 
a general revolt of the slave popnlation. 

Fortunately for Rome, Cicero was one of the consuls for the year, 
and through Fulvia, mistress of Curius, one of the conspirators, 
was promptly informed of all their proceedings. The senate de- 
clared Catiline and Manlius public enemies ; directed the oonsuls 
to hold * levy with all speed ; decreed that Antonius, Cicero*s col- 
league in the eonsulship, should go forth to the war, and that Cicero 
should remain to guard the city. 

Perceiving that his designs were now well known, and that the 
consular army was moving upon him, Catiline led his forces, amount- 
ing to two legions, into the neighborhood of Pistoria, with the in- 
tention of crossing the Apennines and escaping into Gaul. But the 
disposition of the consular forces made escape impossible, and he 
therefore determined to trust to the hazard of an engagement. 
" The rebels fought with the fury of despair, and long kept at bay 
the veterans by whom they were assailed. Catiline, in this his last 
field, nobly discharged the duties of a skillful general, and a gal- 
lant soldier ; his eye and his hand were everywhere ; he brought 
up columns to support those who were most hotly pressed ; with- 
drew the wounded and weary, and supplied their place with the 
sound and fresh ; flew from rank to rank encouraging the com- 
batants, aud strove by repeated feats of daring valor to turn the 
fortune of the day. But at length, perceiving that all was lost, he 
charged headlong where the foes were thickest, and fell sword in 
hand, fighting with resolute courage, worthy of a better cause, and 
a better man. His body was found, after the struggle was over, fSBur 
in advance of his own ranks, in the midst of a heap of his enemies ; 
he was yet breathing, and his features in the agonies of death still 
wore their habitual expression of reckless daring. His adherents, 
to the number of three thousand, imitated the example of their 
leader. £ach perished at his post, and not one free-bom citizen * 
was taken alive, either in the fight or in the pursuit. But the 
fortune of Bome prevailed, the gambler was ruined, and the state 
saved." — /^wi*A'« Dict. oj Greek and Eoman Biography and My- 
thology.
